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High winds leave path of destruction in Antioch

A few minutes of intense wind on 
Monday evening caused extensive 
damage to several Antioch area 
homes. 

. Linda Rawlins, who lives on 
Grapevine Avenue In the Channel 
Lakes subdivision, doesn't know 
whether her house can be saved after 
a tree crashed through her chimney 
and roof. 

While she was out of the house at 
the time, her two sons, 15 and 13, 
were watching television in the fam- 
ily room when It happened. 

"They thought they heard a gun- 
shot and ran outside," she said. 
"Then they realized what happened 
and called the fire department and 
me." 

When Rawlins returned home 
she saw a tree, which was approxi- 
mately 4 feet in diameter, embed- 
ded In the second floor of her 
house. The chimney was keeping 
the tree in place and preventing it 
from causing more damage. "You 
could see the sky from the second 
floor," said Rawlins. 

She is thankful that her sons were 
in the family room when the tree hit, 
instead of upstairs on the computer 



where they had been only moments 
before the tree struck. 

"If they had still been on the 
computer it would have hit them," 
she said. 

Rawlins and her family quickly 
moved to a nearby hotel. 

"The only thing you think 
about are the kids and photos," she 
said. She left innumerable Items, 
such as clothes and toothbrushes, 
behind. 

Trees also fell In the yard of Rawl- 
ins' neighbor, Blrnida Johnson. She 
was lucky that they missed her guest 
house by about four feet 

"The trees didn't hit any of my 
property," she said. "They just fell on 
all my new plantings and landscap- 
ing that 1 completed only three weeks 
ago," 

Johnson said she didn't hear the 
trees come down. "It happened just 
like that," she said. "I could hear the 
wind and I looked out the window 
when a fire truck went by." 

She saw that the wind had 
knocked over about four 50-foot ash 
trees. The trees were at least 60 years 
old. 

Johnson said the wind was so 
strong that it also blew a neighbor's 
above-ground swimming pool into 
another yard

"We have all the 'toys'," he said, 
referring to his wood shop equip- 
ment A vacuum pump, three-band 
saw, overhead pin-router, two table 
saws, a double miter cutter, a hori- 
zontal boring table, power feeders, 
overhead sander, horizontal sander, 
and, of course, a very large dustiess . .

"Much smaller" Is how he 
described Antioch. 

"But, it's not smaller in the 
sense that there's nothing to do," he 
said.

It was just three weeks 
and so many things were going oa 
"It would be hard to remember all 
the details later." 

Ramos acquired a few impres- 
sions of people in this county. 
"Americans like to be very patriot- 
ic," he said. "They like to be 
Americans and are proud of it." 

"(There la) lots of fast food. But, 
that I kind of expected," he said. 
What was his favorite? Subway 
sandwiches. 

"We don't have that in Brazil. 

Pizza sub Is best." 

Another "best" for him is the 
Rotary Exchange Program itself. 

"I think it's the best," he said. 
"Here in the central states, holy cow, 
they treat you very very well." 

"They find lots of things to put 
the exchange students together and 
have them meet each other," he 
said. The program is well organized, 
according to Ramos. 

"I was sponsored by a Rotary 
Club in Brazil," Ramos said. "My 
Rotary will expect me to do a pre- 
sentation on America and what I 
learned, my experiences, and what 
is America all about" 

He "totally" recommends that 
other young people come to Brazil, 
"They would have a great time in 
Brazil," he said. "They will love the 
country and the people." .

When we awake every 
morning, we naturally 
expect the power will 
be on. the faucets will 
work and the telephone will func- 
tion. We rarely give a second 
thought about whether the stop- 
tight at the intersection will be op- 
erating or If we can access our 
checking account. 

And we certainly don't consider 
the possibility of all those systems 
going out, citywide, statewide or 
nationwide, all at the same time. 
Yet, when the clock strikes mid- 
night on Ian. 1 , 2000 ushering in the 
next millennium, the world may 
find itself in a twilight zone episode 
in which the year 2000, or Y2K, 
computer bug wreaks havoc with all

modem amenities from our phone 
service to our microwave ovens. 

The Y2K problem stems from 
the inability of computers, which 
only store a two-digit number for 
the year, to process dates beyond 
Dec. 31, 1999. Unless rectified, 
modem civilization, dependent on 
technology, may come to a 
screeching halt as confused com- 
puters, unable to distinguish the 



year 2000 from the year 1900, start 
generating erroneous data or stop 
running altogether. Credit cards, 
ATM machines, hospital equip- 
ment, air traffic, security systems, 
water, power, telephone and 
postal service could all be affected 
by the year 2000 bug. 

But don't panic yet. Fixing the 
year 2000 problem is a straightfor- 
ward albeit time-consuming matter 
of replacing the more than 15 bil- 
lion computer chips world wide.

impact As a private citizen, there 
are steps you can take to prepare 
for potential millennium complica- 
tions, including contacting your 
bank or financial institution and 
asking if they are Y2K compliant 
Also, make copies or request copies 
of Important medical and financial 
records, receipts and documents, 
including credit reports. 

The year 2000 problem is real, • 
but the risks can be mitigated and 
disruptions minimized with proper 
attention and management As 
Congress continues to take an ag- 
gressive role in solving this national 
problem, I am confident that if 
everyone works together, we can 
ensure a Happy New Millennium.

The Fair moved to its current 
location in 1956. Today it occupies 92 acres and 
hosts more than 200,000 visitors a year.

Buddy Baseball program since its 
inception. His mother, Lynn, piayed 
a major role in getting David in- 
volved. 

Lynn's neighbor was interested 
in starting a challenged baseball 
league, and when that came to 
fruition, the Kuriniecs were the first 
in line. The first year, Buffalo Grove 
had just one team, now there are 
two teams of 22 players each. Lynn 
became a manager in the second 
year of the program's now six-year 
existence. 

Each challenged player is 
paired with an able-bodied "bud- 
dy" and the buddy is there lo as- 
sist the player and protect 
him/her from any errant hits. The 
players range from 5- 16 years-old 
and the buddies range from 1 1 -20 
years-old. 

"The kids are really great," said 
Lynn. "Without them (the buddies), 
we wouldn't be able lo do it." 

"They (the players) get com- 
fortable with the people they've 
been wilh...sometimes change is 
hard," said Lynn. "They develop a 
familiarity, and we try to keep the 
kids together." 

One key lo the success of this 
program, and programs like it, is 
each player plays at a different skill 
level, and the score is not impor- 
tant. 

"They do what they can within 
their ability level," said Lynn. 

Kris Dzik, 12, of Deerfield, just 
completed his first year as a buddy, 
and will continue helping out in the 
future, 



" I think it's great to see kids like 
Dave play out there," said Dzik 

Dzik noted that involvement in 
the Buddy Baseball program is a 
learning experience for him as well. 
"I can help the kids learn how to 
field, and I learned about all kinds 
of different disabilities," said Dzik. 
"1 was amazed at some of the kids 
with disabilities who throw really 
hard." 

David and Dzik are friends on 
and off the field, and both know the 
importance of fun in sports. 

"It's not about baseball skills, it's 
about having fun," said Dzik 

"Try your best, and if you don't 
gel a on base, big deal," added 
David. 

"It's fun to help people and see 
them get a smile, a high-five or a 
hug, " said Dzik. "Sometimes 
we'll say 'thank you for putting our 
team up a few hugs."' 

Buddy Baseball is not the only 
up-and-coming sports program for 
challenged athletes in the area, and 
the American Hearing Impaired 
I lockey Association is experiencing 
some success of its own. 

Hearing Impaired 
Hockey 

J esse Davis, of Grayslake, was 
playing hockey with his friends, do- 
ing well in school and had all of the 
same ups and downs that any other 
kid in his class had. Or at least that's 
how it appeared. 

Jesse struggled to do well in 



school, and always had to be in 
front of his teachers and coaches. 
He was bright and attentive, but as 
he grew older, it became obvious 
that something was not quite right. 
When Davis was In fourth grade, 
he was playing with his hockey 
team when his mother, Nicola, no- 
ticed he was not responding to his 
coach's requests during play. With 
the help of another player's mother 
whose son was hearing impaired, 
Nicola had Jesse's hearing checked, 
and found that he was mild to mod- 
erately hearing impaired. 

Jesse, now 14. had struggled to 
do well in school and sports be- 
cause of his partial hearing loss. 
"He had to read lips, and he'd 
come home exhausted," said Nico- 
la. "He could compensate real well, 
so we didn't notice until he was old- 
er." 

Bui once it was determined that 
Jesse needed assistance, things be- 
came better — on and off the ice. 
"It has (benefited me)," said 
Jesse. "1 just thought it'd be hard to 
get used to playing with deaf peo- 
ple." 

Jesse adapted very well, and has 
been involved in the program fur 
three years. But, as Jesse's mother 
will attest, the American Hearing 
Impaired Hockey Association (Al II 
HA) has meant more to Jesse than 
just your average hockey club. 

"It's given him a sense of ma- 
turity: It's a more accepting envi- 
ronment," said Nicola. "It's amaz- 
ing. The caliber of coaching— it's 
not the typical 'dad' 



coach...they're professionals.'* 

The professional coaches have 
brought in special guests from the 
Chicago Wolves and Chicago Black- 
hawks, Including Chris Chelios. 

They teach the kids to be open 
and accepting {of all levels of abili- 
ty/disability). When they're 
younger, their feelings get hurt. 
We're not battling that anymore," 
added Nicola. 

One of the most important 
things that is stressed at AH I HA is 
sportsmanship. 

"Their whole philosophy is to be 
good to each other, be respectful 
and polite," said Nicola. 

Jesse has higher goals for his fu- 
ture, on and off the ice. 

"I want to play hockey. I want 
to play on the (World Winter 
Olympic Hockey Team}," said 
Jesse. "When I'm older I might 
want to coach." 

With his involvement in the pro- 
gram and the considerable develop- 
ment he has made as a person and a 
player, Jesse would offer young 
hearing impaired hockey players 
some advice: 

"I'd encourage kids of different 
(skill) levels to get involved with the 
program. Even if they're just starting 
out- they can learn to skate, move 
up (through the program) to the var- 
sity and maybe make the Olympic 
team. You can come all the way up 
[through the system) and even teach 
;u Al II I IA when you're done play-

There's nothing like the din of lawn 
mo were and the smell of fresh-cut grass to 
signal summer. For trees, though, lawn mow- 
ers can signal impending doom. When a 
lawn mower collides with the base of a tree, 
the resulting trunk wound can be hazardous 
to tree health — making the tree susceptible 
to what some tree-care experts call "lawn 
mower-itis." 

"These trunk wounds can be quite seri- 
ous, in some cases eventually killing a tree," 
says Larry Hali, senior vice president of 
Wheeling-based Hendricksen the Care of 
Trees. "Sometimes one or more branches be- 
gin to die shortly after the damage has oc- 
curred. Other times, years may pass before 
the tree shows any sign of trouble. 



"We're seeing a growing number of inci- 
dents of law mower-itis as mowers become • 
bigger and more powerful," says Hall. "Self- 
propelled mowers can be particulariy de- 
structive, since they can get away from you. 
And what might seem like a slight nudge can 
indeed injure a tree." 

Hall points out that thin-barked trees, 
such as lindens, birches, maples and magno- 
lias, are more vulnerable to trunk damage 
than those with more rugged bark, such as 
oaks, elms, and ashes. Ail young trees, re- 
gardless of species, are at risk 

Lawn mowers are not the only type of 

maintenance equipment that can damage 
tree trunks. Shovels, "weed-whackers." and 
out-of-control fertilizer spreaders can bump 



into trunks and/or cut nearby roots, which Is 
also injurious to trees. 

The best way to prevent lawn mower- 
itis is to spread a layer of mulch around 
the base of your tree. Mulch made of or- 
ganic materials such as wood chips, 
ground corn cobs or composted leaves not 
only keeps lawn mowers and other main- 
tenance equipment away from trees but 
enhances the growing environment as 
well. It conditions the soil around the 
trees, retains moisture and helps tree roots 
absorb water and nutrients. 

Ideally, mulch should form a circle 
around the base of the tree that extends out 
as far as the branches do. But if you do not 
want to sacrifice that much grass, a tree- 



healthy compromise Is to mulch from the 
base of the tree outward at least a few feet.

For many people, gardening season also 
is sneezing season, if allergy anxieties have 
kept you from bringing the beautiful bounty 
of your flower garden indoors, you may be 
relieved to learn that garden Dowers rarely 
are the cause of allergies, says Sean Mc- 
Carthy of Research Products Corp., the mak- 
er of Space-Gard® High Efficiency Air Clean- 
ers. 

According to research by the American 
Academy of Allergy, Asthma and Immunolo- 
gy, plants with brightly colored, fragrant 
flowers are unlikely to cause allergies be- 
cause they have large pollen grains with 
waxy, sticky coatings and are primarily car- 
ried by Insects, not the wind. 

However, be careful about adding weeds, 
grasses or blossoming tree branches to your 
floral arrangements, McCarthy says, Because 
they are much smaller, the pollen of weeds, 
grasses and trees Is more likely to get into 
your eyes and nose where it can trigger aller- 
gies. So, if you love flowers but hate allergies, 
there are a number of things you can do to 
help keep your home pollen free. 



• Stick to large bright flowers for your 
bouquets; avoid decorative touches like flow- 
ering branches, dried weeds and grasses. 

• Keep your windows closed to keep 
pollen outside. Use an air conditioner to help 
you stay comfortable. 

• Install a whole-house air cleaner to 
clean the air that circulates through your 
home's heating and cooling system. A media 
air cleaner removes up to 99 percent of 
pollen, and unlike electronic models, doesn't 
produce ozone, which can aggravate breath- 
ing problems. 

• Never bring flowers with mold or fun- 
gus indoors. 

• Leave your gardening shoes outside 
to keep grass and tree pollens out of In- 
door air.

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"Research shows that social ties are es- 
tablished with neighbors through gardens, 
Irceo and lawns and those social relationships 
grow through taking pride in maintaining 
plants," said Dyoung-Suk Kweon, graduate 
student. "In this way, elderly people feel use- 
ful and helpful. They Interact with each other 
und make new friends." 

Kweon said creativity and manual perfor- 
mance increase as a result of working with 
plants. 

"It is not the type of plant being cultivat- 
ed that really matters," she said, "but the 
physical act of caring for and nurturing the 
plant that helps the elderly." 

Horticultural therapy researchers say 
people who care for and tend to the needs of 
plants rediscover a sprig of usefulness and vi- 
tality In their own lives. Horticulture therapy 
has been used in nursing homes, hospitals, 
jails and other institutions. 

Researchers also feel older Individuals 
find a sense of pride In their communities by 
sharing in gardening and plant maintenance. 

Physical disabilities, such as arthritis and 
fatigue, often ease with the sense of pride and 
comfort they felt in raising children, and that 
eases feelings of usefulness and weariness, ■ 
said Kweon. 

Most importantly, working with plants 
passes the time with friends and eases the 
feelings of loneliness.

Women who use birth control 
pills are twice as likely to develop dry 
socket after a tooth extraction, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Dental Society.

Former LCHS feacfer Warfleld acquitted ofh^^j^im

The former Libertyvflle Commu- 
nity High School English teacher 
charged with kissing a 16-year-old 
student he had taken off campus 
was acquitted on the charge of mis- 
demeanor battery but was found 
guilty of contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor, in a 
Lake County courtroom 
last week 

While he may be off 
the hook on the battery 
charge, Andrew G. 
Warfleld, 46, will face up 
to one year in prison 
and up to a $1,000 fine 
when Associate Judge 
John T. Philips hands 
down his sentence on the delin- 
quency charge on Sept 4. 

The charges stem from ah Octo- 
ber 1997 incident where Warfleld 
took the student off t campusj after 
"^wiirtthig-lfer is -pais to get out of her 
fast period class, allegedly placed his 
head In her lap as the two talked and 
kissed the student on the neck after 
which he supposedly apologized. 

The incident was reported to the 
Department of Children and Family 
Services in December, and Warfield 



was relieved of his teaching duties 
shortly thereafter. He had been an 
1 1 -year teacher at LCHS. 

Philips said the state did not 
prove without a doubt that Warfield 
knew his behavior would offend the 
student 

"There is no showing that the 
defendant knew his action would be 
insulting to the student which the

state must establish to sustain the 
charge of battery," said Philips before 
handing down his verdict of not 
guilty.

On Wednesday, the student tes- 
tified that Warfield kissed her while 
they were at the forest preserve and 
said he was sorry.

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Habit improvements yield rare orchids 

Experts conclude evidence that controlled burns in forest preserves are working

Habitat improvement efforts in Lake County 
Forest Preserves may have revealed new locations 
for two unique species of orchids. 




Endangered Ragged Fringed-Orchid 



The Eastern Prairie-Fringed Orchid (Platan- 
thera leucophaea) was found at Independence 
Grove Forest Preserve near Libertyville by Lake 
County Forest Preserve Natural Resource Manag- 
er Jim Anderson. The orchid is a state-endangered 
and federally-threatened species. 

Also, a Ragged-Fringed Orchid (Platanthera 
lacera) was found at Spring Bluff Forest Preserve 
near Winthrop Harbor by the preserve district's 
natural resource crew. 

Both orchids were found in locations where 
preserve district personnel have used the tech- 
nique of controlled burning to restore habitats. 

The discoveries are credited to the inter- 
agency Orchid Recovery Program to protect East- 
em Prairie-Fringed Orchid habitat 

In addition, another location for the Eastern 
Prairie-Fringed Orchid has been found in a high 
quality sedge meadow at Middlefork Savanna For- 
est Preserve near Lake Forest by district volunteer 
Jim Johnson. 

The Lake County Forest Preserve District is 
now the steward for two of the largest populations 
of the Eastern Prairie-Fringed Orchid in north- 
eastern Illinois. 

"The Orchid Recovery Program was initiated 
by the Nature Conservancy, Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, Department of Natural Resources, and Lake 
County Forest Preserve and other agencies," said 
Anderson. It is a seven-year old program devel- 
oped by scientists to figure out how to improve the 
habitat for these species. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and Illinois 
Department of Natural Resources work closely 
with the Forest Preserve District to protect the 
Eastern Prairie-Fringed Orchid. 

"One thing we wanted to do was get a handle 



on how many orchids are out there," Anderson 
said. "It changes from year to year. This species Is 
really persnickety."

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Who? Husko eyes State Rep. seat

Bill Husko, Don't know the 
name? You will by November. 

Husko, 69, Is a Democrat candi- 
date from Mundelein running for 
election as State Representative in 
the 52nd District, against Incumbent 
Mark Beaubien Jr., (R-Barrington). 

Husko won the Democratic pri- 
mary in March unopposed. He had 
help kicking off his campaign earlier 
this week at a fund-raiser held at the 
Gale Street Inn in Mundelein, at- 
tended by Glenn Poshard, Democra- 
tic governor candidate, Jesse White, 
Democratic secretary of state candi- 
date, and various other state legisla- 
tors, candidates and local officials.

"I have helped people all my 
life," he said. 'J have helped people 
find jobs for 30 years. " 

Husko has held several elecled 
and appointed union positions, and 
is a precinct committeeman. 



He served In the 82nd Airborne 
Division, and is a member of the 
American Legion Post 769 and Veter- 
an of Foreign Wars/Tioga Post 2149. 
He received the Port Council "Man of 
the Year* award, the "Chicago Medal 
of Merit" from past Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, and the Robert P. Connelly 
Medal from the Kiwanls dub for sav- 
ing three people from drowning. 

Husko has lived the past 10 



years within Dist. 52, eight years in 
Hawthorn Woods and the two 
most recent years in Mundelein. 
He has resided in Lake County for 
26 years.

The recovery program helps the 
agencies determine how the plant 
grows and how many there are, It also 
helps propagation through hand pol- 
lination to assure development of 
seed. 

The orchid is usually pollinated 
by the Hawk Moth. 

"We're acting as a Hawk Moth," 
Anderson said. District volunteers 
work with June Keihler to collect 
pollen and to pollinate flowers using 
toothpicks. 

With natural conditions, the two- 
inch tongue of the Hawk Moth would 
be pollinating the plants. Restoration 
Geologist Kenneth Klick said, "It only 
happens for a brief time as the sun is 
setting." 

The sweet, vanilla-like scent at- 
tracts the moth. "It only smells for 
brief moments in the evening when 
the Hawk Moth flies around," said 
Klick. There is not much scent at oth- 
er times. 

In hot weather, the flowers only 
may last four days . I n four or five d ays, 
district personnel have to find the 
plant, pollinate it, and tag it, accord- 
ing to Klick. 

From the pollinated plants, even- 
tually, seeds are collected and dis- 
persed in areas where they are ex- 
pected to grow. 

Another part of the recovery pro- 
gram includes habitat restoration. 

"Our goal as a district is to try to 
restore the entire ecosystem," said 
Anderson. The district does not try to 
manage habitat areas for a specific 
species. Restoration efforts of an en- 
tire habitat allows many species to re- 
turn and that restores biodiversity. 

"As plants come back, the insects 
come back, and then birds come 
back," he said. 

The discovery of the Eastern 
Prairie-Fringed Orchid has been very 
exciting for district and recovery pro- 
gram personnel. "It gives us hope for 
other sites on district land, " Klick said. 
"It is, in a sense, validation of the work 
that is going on— the prescribed 
burning the habitat restoration." 

"That's why this orchid is so ex- 
citing. It shows that this is working," 
Klick said. 

First comes the process of burn- 
ing the prairie areas. A few years later 
there is incredible biological diversity 
in those areas. 

"We're seeing that now," Klick 
said. He said that there are more 
species of higher quality. In addition, 
the existing collections of plants out 
there are beginning to coalesce, 

"It's encouraging and exciting. 
The discouraging thing is that the 
process is so long." 

Klick said that children will reap 
the full benefit. They will have the op- 
portunity to see pre-settiement vege- 
tation. It is what Lake County looked 
tike before the 1830s. 

Now the recovery program is 
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seeking additional information about 
details of Eastern Prairie-Fringed Or- 
chid growth. District personnel will 
gather information about the ecology 
of the plant itself, its, height! width, 
bloom pattern, and how long it lasts. 

"We permanent-marked all. the 
orchids we saw this year with a metal 
tag,* Anderson said. District person- 
nel eventually will know more about 
the year-to-year continuity of species 
after they re-examine these sites next 
year. - - ' ■ *•. 

"With this year's effort, weTl be 
able to follow these plants forever," 
said Klick. 

Detailed studies of the Eastern 
Prairie-Fringed Orchid by Martin 
Bowles are also underway at the Mor- 
ton Arboretum in Lisle, Illinois for the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The effort is to get this species off 
the federal endangered spedes list," 
Anderson said. However, that has to 
be done in conjunction with reintro- 
ducing the actual pollinator of the 
plant, the Hawk Moth. 

To determine if the Hawk Moth 
can be brought back is one task of the 
project Another aspect is to deter- 
mine why Hawk Moths disappeared. 

The Ragged-Fringed Orchid, 
the second major district discov- 
ery, is not a threatened species. It 
is found In the beach sand dunes 
complexes of Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin. Howev- 
er, this new site of the orchid 
species is the first on Lake County 
Forest Preserve District property. 
Illinois Beach State Park in Zion 
contains the only other known 
northern Illinois location of this 
plant. 

The Eastern Prairie- Fringed Or- 
chid is 3 to 4 feet tall, is common in 

sedge meadows and ,wnt prolrfa bctmu. 

and has 10 to 30 bright white flowers 
about 1 inch in diameter in a flower 
head 6 to 7 inches tall. 

The Ragged-Fringed Orchid, a na- 
tive of sandy prairies, stands 1 to 2 feet 
tall. It has short, wide leaves with green- 
ish-yellow flowers in tight dusters. 

Recovery efforts are not focused 
only on these two species. "We're 
looking at several different species," 
said Anderson. 

There are many state-listed 
species in trouble. "We try to monitor 
some of them." 

Two species the district also mon- 
itors are the Purple-Fringed Orchid 
and Kamer Blue Butterfly. 

The Purple-Fringed Orchid is 
counted and tagged. It is listed as en- 
dangered in Illinois and occurs in flat- 
wood openings and meslc sand 
prairies. The populations of Purple- 
Fringed Orchids are known to fluctu- 
ate widely from year-to-year, possibly 
associated with rainfall patterns. Deer 
over-grazing has had a negative im- 
pact on some known populations in 
the state.

Fox Lake Budget Approved 

Fax Lake— After tornado-like weather delayed the open- 
ing of the Fox Lake village board meeting 30 minutes Monday 
night, village officials breathed a sigh of relief when the meet- 
ing finally ended. 

And, it wasn't because the village hall was almost picked 
up and thrown to Oz. 

The anxiety ended for village officials because they passed 
the 1998 appropriation ordinance, allowing the village to stay 
in business for another year. 

"The appropriation ordinance, essentially, is designed to 
allow the village to spend money for the next year," said Kevin 
Hunter, Fox Lake trustee and head of finance for the village. 
"It needs to be put out before the end of the first fiscal quarter 
by a village, and we did IL" 

According to Hunter, the ordinance would have been 
completed the first week of May, but due to die changes In the 
village hall finance department, the budget was delayed. 

"We changed the hardware | compu te rsl in the village hall . 
in November, and the software came in February," Hunter ex-. 
■ plainedi "Our-flrst meeting for the budget was in January, iso 
we got It out as quick as we could." 

According to the appropriation ordinance, the village esti- 
mates it will spend around $17 million this year. Provisions 
are in the budget to build two new water towers, purchase a 
new phone system for the village hall, to hire a parks and 
recreation supervisor and replace assorted sewer and water 
lines that are in need of repair. 

Also, $500,000 has been allocated to start repaying the 
Northwest Region Water Reclamation Facility to which the 
village owes an estimated $2.5 million. 

Residents desire benefits from plan 

Gurnee- Gurnee residents and plan commission mem- 
bers came to voice a common view regarding Six Flags Theme 
Park's expansion plans. 

"What is in it for the residents? Will we have to pay for 
parking? There is also a safety issue— look at the police blotter 
and 90 percent of the calls are from Gurnee Mills and Six Flags 
Great America.

The move, approved by the township board, July 16, will pro- 
vide between $30 and 40 million for the purchase of additional 
open space lands to add to the 1 ,400 acres the township currently 
owns. 

The problem with making additional funds available is three- 
fold. Many of the owners of identified parcels the township wishes 
to purchase, have told the board, they don't want to sell. Secondly, 
the decision approved by a 3- 1 vote of the town board, has already 
led to the threat of a lawsuit, which contends the board must go to 
referendum to extend the bonds and finally, the vote only ensures 
money will be spent in an attempt to acquire open space lands, not 
that the township will acquire more land. 

Supervisor Graham contends his election was a mandate from 
the voters to extend the open space bonds. Voters in the three-way 
race, however, didn't give Graham a blank check with which to pur- 
sue the noble cause. 

To date, Graham's administration has spent more than $60,000 
on studies and plans for (he expansion of open space land and vot- 
ers have not gained one foot. 

Graham's ideology of saving open space is commendable. His 
methodology, however, tarnishes his good intentions. 

The township board could save a Targe chunk of taxpayer mon- 
ey in legal fees, by placing the question on the ballot for voters to 
decide. And if time is of the essence, as Graham contends, placing 
the question on the ballot would be much quicker than dragging 
the issue out in a lengthy court battle. 

Graham and his supporters, however, prefer to rest on their 
1997 election results instead of risking that voters, who brought 
them to power on this platform, may now be disillusioned and not 
supportive of the extension of the open space district. 

Lihertyville Township taxpayers are the real losers here. Their 
lax dollars will most likely be eaten up in legal fees, while the price 
of open land continues to climb and children continue to wait for 
an empty field on which to play ball. 

Let the voter's decide.

entral Lake County, and other suburban areas, are linked 
inextricably with the economic future of Chicago's inner 
city in a way that is becoming better understood by in- 
vestors and others who have a stake in what happens in 
the city core. 

While the flight from the city continues as a 50-year phenome- 
non, sociologists and economists long have documented suburbia's 
life-line tie to the metropolitan area through jobs and transporta- 
tion. Now comes renewed interest in a landmark study by a Har- 
vard professor that Chicago's urban core with 1.4 million inhabi- 
tants and $5 billion buying power is a resource worth saving — and 
utilizing. 

Through a non-profit organization, Prof. Michael Porter em- 
phasizes the waste of loss of opportunity when investors abandon 
Chicago's urban core as unprofitable. These are the same investors 
courted by politicians, developers and highway builders who nearly 
10 years ago revived a long-dead highway construction plan — the 
extension of Rte. 53 to a point in central Lake County south of 
Grayslake. 

A recently published study by Porter's team outlines how the 
public, private and non-profit sectors can benefit from restoring 
the inner city's viability. The fact that mostly blacks and Hispanics 
will benefit from core city redevelopment hasn't been lost on policy 
makers, 

A renewed interest in Chicago's core will have a profound effect 
on the future of suburbia. Perhaps it is already being seen in media 
references to "if" the Rte. 53 tollway will be built, not "when." Lake 
County's grassroots political leaders are among the diminishing list 
of officialdom regarding the construction of the Rte. 53 extension as 
a foregone conclusion. It would be worth the effort to get better 
acquainted with the findings of Professor Porter.

Napoleon O'Ybung proba- 
bly never thought of it 
this way, but he has 
something in common 
with the tourist who hangs his hat at 
Pennsylvania Ave. 

Both of them came away from a 
visit to China impressed with the 
enormity of the country, the for- 
bearance of its people and the na- 
tion's place in the world order.

Viewing a small portion of the 
3.000 mile long Great Wall and rid- 
ing on a barge on the Grand Canal in 
use for centuries are unforgettable 
experiences. 

Think the U.S. has problems 
with culture clash? China has 59 
distinct ethnic groups. 

Government policy promotes 
tourism. Travelers are made to feel 
safe, except when they have to take a 
hop on an ancient Russian-built jet. 
One of the few reminders of a totali- 
tarian government came when the 
O'Young's tour group was politely 
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steered away from visiting a school. 
If Americans think the younger 
generation is over-indulged, the 
O'Youngs came home amused with 
the knowledge that Chinese young- 
sters are being spoiled beyond be- 
lief. Communist leaders have fos- 
tered a "one child" policy for 20 
years. Parents who don't want to 
pay to have more children, can foist 
all their loVe and resources on that 
single offspring.

Court ruling on chases right 



The U.S. Supreme Court 
made a recent ruling that 
was correct, but may still 
have unfortunate conse- 
quences. It ruled in a unanimous de- 
cision that in high-speed police chas- 
es that the police are not liable unless 
there is a clear intent to cause injury. 
That means that there is no federal 
remedy where there is injury, even to 
innocent bystanders, unless it can be 
shown that the police officer clearly 
intended to cause physical injury or 
harm to the vicUm, It means that vic- 
tims must resort to state courts to 
seek relief in such cases. 

Although I have not read the 
court's decision and the written 
opinions offered by the justices, I 
can understand the ruling. To rule 
otherwise would be like saying to 
wrongdoers who choose to flee the 
police, just go ahead, you arc within 
your rights, and you are protected 
no matter the consequences. 

The ruling was the first ever giv- 
en by the high court on high-speed 
police chases. There have been 
many innocent victims who have 
suffered death or crippling and per- 
manent injuries as a result of high- 
speed police chases. Whether the 
ruling will bring finality to police lia- 
bility from a federal standpoint or 
cause Congress to enact legislation 
that might curb the number of high- 
speed chases remains to be seen. 
In the cited case, it involved a 
police vehicle chasing a motorcycle 
at speeds of up to 100 miles per hour 
in a residential neighborhood. The 
motorcycle couldn't negotiate a 
turn, the passenger on it was thrown 
off, and the police vehicle, trying to 
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stopi struck the victim, knocking 
him nearly 70 feet and he was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

News accounts of the court de- 
cision didn't report what action by 
the motorcycle precipitated the po- 
lice chase. That always plays an im- 
portant part into whether high- 
speed pursuits are warranted, par- 
ticularly in residential neighbor- 
hoods. 

As one who has been involved in 
law enforcement, I can attest that 
police chases can be necessary to 
apprehend criminals. But, I can at- 
test also that there have been some 
high-speed chases in many jurisdic- 
tions where death anaVinjury result- 
ed and could have been avoided. 

How many times have you read 
about a high-speed police chase 
that had deadly results and you find 
too late that the person trying to 
elude the police was a very young 
driver who was afraid to stop be- 
cause of not having a valid license or 
just afraid of what the police and his 
parents would do to him? Unfortu- 
nately, that and similar circum- 
stances have happened too often. 

High-speed police chases are al- 
ways worrisome, and troublesome. 
Most police departments have strict 
policies to use every precaution to 
avoid such chases and to pursue as 



safely as possible when high-speed 
chases are necessary 

Traveling at extra-high speeds is 
dangerous even when expert drivers 
are behind the wheel. When high- 
speed chases occur, everyone along 
the way is at risk. Motorists may 
have their windows rolled up, the ra- 
dio playing, and not hear police 
sirens. Motorists sometimes panic 
themselves when they think that 
speeding vehicles are approaching 
them. Everything can add up to dan- 
ger, and that is why so many high- 
speed police chases end up in 
bloody messes. 

1 said that the Supreme Court 
decision was a correct one because 
to rule otherwise wrongdoers would 
think that they have the "green light" 
to flee from the police. What worries 
me, though, is that the decision may 
cause some police to believe that 
they can chase anyone they want, 
any time that they want, as fast and 
reckless as they want, and not worry 
about a thing. 

In the main, the vast majority of 
law enforcement officers are re- 
sponsible and understand that their 
primary responsibility is to protect 
the safety and security of society. 
The dangers of high-speed police 
chases to all of society are apparent 
to all and such chases should be 
used very cautiously. 

If there Is rash of high-speed po- 
lice chases with deadly conse- 
quences, particularly to innocent 
bystanders, the issue could be revis- 
ited in the courts. Let'shope that 
common sense prevails and we have 
less, rather than more, high-speed 
police chases.

I con 
eluded that accounting is 
the language of accountant and 
that most small-business owners 
don't care to learn the dialect.

Ac- 
counting is a process of recording 
financial transactions and summa- 
rizing the numbers into useful, 
easy-lo-understand statements. 
Unfortunately, most small- 
business owners don't find finan- 
cial statements easy to understand. 
Sor/ie choose to ignore their state- 
ments altogether. Many people arc 
too embarrassed (o ask questions 
about their statements.

Financial Statements 

livery business should generate 
three financial statements every 
month. These are a balance sheet, a 
cash flow statement and an income 
statement. The balance sheet is a 
summary of business assets, liabili- 
ties and the owner's equity or net 
worth. The total amount of assets 
(what the business owns) must 
equal liabilities (debt of the busi- 
ness) plus the owner's equity. The 
balance sheet reflects the financial 
condition of the kusincss at a given 
point in time. 

The cash flow statement mea 
sures the changes in the cash posi- 
tion of the firm from one period to 
the next. The cash flow statement is 
the easiest statement to produce, 
but is the least common statement 
to find in small businesses. 

If you were to establish a single 
business checking account as I ad- 
vised in part one, and if you con- 
ducted every business transaction 
through that account, you would 
have everything you need to pro- 
duce a cash flow statement. Start 
with your beginning balance, add in 
cash receipts (deposits) and sub- 
tract out cash disbursements 
(checks) and you create the ending 
cash balance. 

The last statement is the in- 
come statement, also commonly 
called the "profit and loss" state- 
ment The income statement mea- 
sures sales (revenues), expenses 
and the resulting earnings (loss) for 
a period. 

The Income statement has five 
main categories: sales, cost of sales, 






DCFS plans 
12-point day 
care safety 



The Director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Children and Family 
Services Friday announced a 12- 
point plan aimed at improving safe- 
ty in state licensed day care homes 
and centers, speeding the licensing 
process for new applicants, and re- 
ducing the current backlog of facili- 
ties awaiting renewal of licenses. 

The plan, which includes a 52 
percent increase in licensing staff 
and the development of a new 
statewide complaint tracking system 
of licensed day care homes and cen- 
ters, responds to calls from the day 
care community for faster licensing 
turnarounds, more frequent moni- 
toring of existing facilities, and en- 
hanced qualifications for licensing 
representatives. 

{fficiency is important, bin the 
safety or the estimated 250,000 chil- 
dren in Illinois licensed facilities is 
paramount." said Director jess Mc- 
Donald, noting that background 
check requirements for all day care 
workers, as well as a dramatic in- 
crease U\ new licensing applications 
from welfare recipients seeking a ca- 
reer in in-home child care, are at 
least partly responsible for die recent 
backlog. 

"The measures announced to- 
day will add more licensing staff, 
speed the licensing process and im- 
prove monitoring of the 13,000 day 
< art' homes and centers we current- 
ly license, sairl McDonald. "Service 
quality will also improve through in- 
creased training for DCFS licensing 
stall, better computer tracking of fa- 
cilities that are up for renewal and 
monitoring visits, easier public ac- 
cess to licensing information about 
individual providers, and ongoing 
dialogue with day care advocates." 

Licenses to operate a day care 
center or home must be obtained for 
any facility caring for more than 
three children, and must be renewed 
every three years. Annual monitoring 
visits ensure facility compliance with 
day care standards. 

Improvements in the Depart- 
ment's day care licensing and moni- 
toring system include: 

• Hiringof additional day care li- 
censing staff, raising the staff total 
from 145 licensing staff in 1997 to 
220 staff positions in 1998— a 52 per- 
cent increase. Twenty-six new li- 
censing representatives, supervisors 
and support staff positions were au- 
thorized last December, and anoth- 
er 49 positions were authorized this 
month. 

The new positions are expected 
to be filled by September. The addi- 
tional staffing gives each licensing 
representative a manageable case- 
load of new licenses, renewals, and 
investigations. All regions of the state 
will receive new' positions, with par- 
ticular weight given to Cook County, 
home to more large day care centers 
than any other area of the state. 

• Upgrading qualifications for 
day care licensing representatives, 
with an emphasis on early childhood 
education and experience. A revised 
applicant exam is already in use. 
There will be a phase-in period of 
these qualifications for existing li- 
censing staff. 

Representatives of the day care 
industry have agreed to work with 
DCFS to recruit qualified applicants. 

• Establishment this month of a 
new automated statewide complaint 
tracking system.

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Setting the record straight on 
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Did you know that, buildings In 
areas with the greatest risk of flood- 
ing, called Special Flood Hazard Ar- 
eas, have a 26 percent chance of be- 
ing flooded during a 30-year mort- 
gage and that about 45 percent of 
our flood damage sites are not in a 
mapped floodplan? The Lake 
County Stormwater Management 
Commission (SMC) is taking on the 
issue of flood insurance during it's 
second annual Rood Awareness 
Week to get the message out on the 
misconceptions about flood insur- 
ance, and the need to get flood in- 
surance. 

"Rood insurance is one of the 
easiest things to do to protect your- 
self against flood loss and yet, it is es- 
timated that only 25 percent of the 
floodprone properties in northeast- 
em Illinois are covered by flood in- 
surance," said Ward Miller, Director, 
SMC. According to the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency's 
(FEMA) facts sheets on flood insur- 
ance, those most common reactions 
to buying insurance include it's too 
expensive. Lake County alone has 
approximately 3,392 policy holders 
with an annual average premium of 
approximately $400. 

Another misnomer is that disas- 
ter assistance following a flood event 



will be available so one does not 
need to by flood insurance. In fact, to 
qualify for disaster funds, the Presi- 
dent must declare a major disaster 
and that more than 90 percent of all 
disasters are not Presldentially de- 
clared. Most forms of Federal disas- 
ter assistance in those cases are in 
the form of a loan that must be paid 
back with interest Lastly, because 
you've never flooded before doesn't 
mean you shouldn't be prepared. 
SMC has identified over 350 flood 
hazards areas throughout the coun- 
ty. While there are several types of 
flood hazards, the potential for flood 
risk is more severe because there are 
more and more buildings, roads and 
parking lots. 

The national Rood Insurance 
Program (NFIP) was created In 1968 
through the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) to pro- 
vide affordable flood insurance to 
people who live in areas with the 
greatest risk of flooding. Everyone in 
a participating community of the 
NFIP can by flood insurance. Of Lake 
County's 53 communities including 
the County of Lake, only four are not 
in the NFIP program. Those include 
Hainesville, High wood, Indian Creek 
and Volo, 

To clear up misconceptions 



about flood insurance, FEMA's 
"Myths and Facts About the NFIP" 
addresses some typical questions: 

• Myth: Homeowners' insur- 
ance policies cover flooding. Unfor- 
tunately, many homeowners do not 
find this out until It Is too late. Feder- 
al flood insurance protects your 
most valuable assets — your home 
and belongings. 

• Myth: You can't buy flood in- 
surance if your property has been 
flooded. It doesn't matter how many 
times your home, apartment or busi- 
ness has flooded. You are still eligible 
to purchase flood insurance, provid- 
ed your community is participating 
in the NFIP. 

• Myth: Federal flood insur- 
ance can only be purchased 
through the NFIP directly. NFIP 
flood insurance is sold through pri- 
vate Insurance companies and 
agents, and Is backed by the Feder- 
al government 

• Myth: The NFIP does not offer 
any type of basement coverage. Yes 
it does. Under NFIP building cover- 
age, basements are insured for 
cleanup end items used to service 
the building, such as furnaces, hot- 
water heaters, air conditioners, utili- 
ty connections, circuit breaker box- 
es, as well as the repair of structural 



damage to basement walls. Items In 
basement insured under NHP con- 
tents coverage include clothes wash- 
ers and dryers, and food freezers and 
the food in them. Improvements to a 
basement, such as finished walls, 
floors, or ceilings, as well as person- 
al belongings located in a basement, 
are not covered in either NRP build- 
ing or contents coverage. 

"Flooding can happen at any 
time. Rood insurance is the cheap- 
est and best protection against losing 
everything," said Miller. 

"The goal is get these homeown- 
ers out of harm's way forever," said 
Miller. 

While the focus for these prop- 
erties is acquisition, mitigation op- 
tions for other areas will be recom- 
mended in SMC's draft Rood Haz- 
ard Mitigation Plan fFHMPJ.The 
plan which will be adopted by SMC 
and the county currently Identifies 
over 350 flood hazards areas in the 
county. It is the most comprehen- 
sive list of its kind in the county and 
documents types of flood hazards 
by area. The plan once completed 
will recommend mitigation options 
that include floodproofing and the 
simple option of buying flood In- 
surance.

When dealing with the IRS, you have the 
right to be treated fairly, professionally, 
promptly, and courteously by IRS employees. 
Publication 1, Your Rights As A Taxpayer, v 
explains some of your most important rights 
as a taxpayer.

There are a number of ways you can 
resolve your tax problems. You can pay the 
taxes, interest and penalties in full; enter into 
an ins tallment agreem ent; or make an offer ' 
in compromise-* way to settle unpaid tax 
accounts for less than the full amount of the 
balance due. (Offers in compromise have 
specific criteria arid may not be available to 
everyone.) And, you should keep in mind

Generally, Ifyou owe taxes, several bills 
(notices) are sent to you. If we do not get a 
response to these notices, the account will 
proceed further in the collection process. In 
other words, we may try to contact you by .

Common myths about variable annuities 






When the popularity of an invest- 
ment vehicle increases dramati- 
cally, it's bound to attract atten- 
tion from the media. Along with 
that attention often comes misinformation 
and misconceptions. 

That continues to be the case with vari- 
able annuities, whose annual sales have al- 
most quintupled to more than $70 billion in 
the past five years. 

After the recent capital gains tax cut, the 
media began comparing the tax benefits of 
variable annuities and mutual funds. Annu- 
ities grow tax-sheltered until you begin with- 
drawing your money. Then, you pay taxes on 
earnings and capital gains at your regular in- 
come tax rale, which can be as high as 39.6 
percent. On the other hand, according to 
some reports, you pay taxes on mutual fund 
gains at a [op tax rate of 20 percent. Or do 
you7 

To answer this, you first must separate a 
few myths from reality. 

Myth: Variable annuity investors will fall 
into (he top income tax bracket of 39.6 per- 
cent when they withdraw their money. 

Reality: Most annuity investors are not 
in the 39.6 percent tax bracket. In 1997, the 
top bracket applied only to taxpayers with 
taxable income of more than 5271,050. Hut a 
1996 Gallup poll found that more than 80 per- 
cent of annuity investors had total annual in- 
comes of less than 575,000. 

Myth: Most financial professionals tout 
growth funds, with a top tax rate of 20 per- 
cent, as the smart alternative to variable an - 
nuities. 

Reality: In fact, most people do not in- 
vest exclusively in growth funds, meaning not 
all of their gains would receive the 20 percent 
tax rate. Any comparison of tax liabilities 



should show the Implications of a more di- 
verse portfolio. 

Myth: All taxes associated with growth 
mutual funds are long-term capita] gains 
and therefore receive the 20 percent tax 
rate. 

Reality: On the contrary, mutual funds 
often hold many securities within their port- 
folio for 18 months or less, subjecting gains 
on those securities to short-term tax rates. If 
you own a mutual fund, even If you reinvest 
all dividends and gains, you still owe ordinary 
taxes on all dividends, and odds are that your 
year-end statement will show short-term tax- 
able gains. 

In fact, the average growth fund has a 
turnover rate of 95 percent, meaning the fund 
manager buys and sells almost the entire 
portfolio Within a 12-month period. When a 
mutual fund manager holds a stock less than 
] 2 months, the shareholder pays taxes at ordi- 
nary income tax rates. Gains on stocks held 
between 12 months and 18 months are taxed 
up to 25 percent. 

Following are several other myths about 
variable annuities: 

• Investors withdraw all their money in 
lumpsums. (They don't.) 

• Variable annuities are more expensive to 
own than mutual funds. (Not necessarily). 

• Tax deferral is the only reason people 
invest in variable annuities. (It isn't.) 

The reality is that variable annuities and 
mutual funds each can play an important — 
and unique — role in an overall financial 
plan. Don't be misled by anyone trying to 
convince you of the evils oT either variable an- 
nuities or mutual funds. Instead, work closely 
with your financial professional to under- 
stand the complexities and ensure the proper 
use of these investment tools. When appro- 



priate, growth mutual funds and variable an- 
nuities can be invaluable ways to take greater

Lortie, 19, was released July 16, 
one day after charges against him 
were, reduced to • involuntary 
manslaughter in the death of his fa- 
ther, and his bond was reduced to 
$150,000 from $500,000, said his at- 
torney, Thomas Briscoe, - of 
Waukegan. 

"We are very pleased that the 
first degree murder charge had been 
reduced," Briscoe said. "The States 
Attorney's office reviewed the evi- 
dence, and I give them credit for 
that" 

The Lake County Grand Jury 
met July 15 on the case, and re- 
turned a more favorable charge, ac- 
cording to Stephen Scheller, Lake 
County assistant states attorney and 
chief of the felony review division. 
"We felt; it was appropriate," 
Scheller said. The charge means the 
act was committed recklessly, with- 
out Intent, Scheller said. 

"The charge still makes him re- 
sponsible," he said. "There was not 
intent for Dennis to kill his father." 
Briscoe was pleased with the re- 
sponse, but said they will go further. 
"We pleaded not guilty to the 
involuntary manslaughter charge 
this moming Duly 16), and we are 
looking forward to defending it." 

The trial was set for Tuesday, 
Sept. 8, before Circuit Court Judge 
Stephen E. Waiter.

James P. Lortie, 53, who was not 

breathing. 

The circumstances which led 
up to the death started around 9: 15 
p.m., when Dennis accused his 
younger brother, Ben, 14, of steal- 
ing money off his dresser, Scheller 
said. 

"Dennis struck his brother In 
the back," Scheller said. Their fa- 
ther intervened and told Dennis to 
go to his room, but instead they 
started to wrestle, he said. 

They fell to the floor, and Den- 
nis put his arms around his father's 
neck in a choke hold for about one 
minute, Scheller said. He released 
after seeing his father's face turn 
blue, and called for help. The Lake 
County Coroner listed the cause of 
death as affixation, Scheller said. 

Dennis has no prior criminal 
record or history of drug abuse. He 
was an all -conference wrestler at 
Libertyville High School, and just 
completed his freshman year at the 
College of Lake County. He is also 
an apprentice carpenter for Car- 
penter's Union Local 250. 

The Lortie family, which in- 
cludes five children, has been stay- 
ing with relatives in the area while 
they continue cleaning their home. 
Mundelein Building and Zoning 
Director Bill Rundail said he has not 
issued a notice allowing them to 
move back. 

"They are in the process of 
cleaning the house," he said. The 
family Is recarpeting the home and 
repainting walls, he said. 

Rundail spoke with Ann Lortie, 
the victim's wife, last week, and told 
her to keep in touch on a weekly ba- 
sis until they are completed.

The' Lake County, Grand Jury 
met July 15 on the case, and re- 
turned a more favorable charge, ac- 
cording to Stephen Scheller, Lake 
County assistant states attorney and 
chief of the felony review division.

Scheller said.; The charge means the 
act was committed recklessly, with- 
out intent, Scheller said 

"The charge still makes him re- 
sponsible," he said.

Their fa- 
ther Intervened and told Dennis to 
go to his room, but instead they 
started to wrestle, he said. 

They fell to the floor, and Den- 
nis put his arms around his father's 
neck in a choke hold for about one 
minute, Scheller said. He released 
after seeing his father's face turn 
blue, and called for help. The Lake 
County Coroner listed the cause of 
death as affixation, Scheller said. 

Dennis has no prior criminal 
record or history of drug abuse. He 
was an all-conference wrestler at 
Libertyville High School, and just 
completed his freshman year al the 
College of Lake County. He is also 
an apprentice carpenter for Car- 
penter's Union Local 250. 

The Lortie family, which in- 
cludes five children, has been stay- 
ing with relatives in the area while 
they continue cleaning their home. 
M undelein Building and Zoning 
Director Bill Rundall said he has not 
issued a notice allowing them to 
move back. 

"They are in the process of 
cleaning the house," he said. The 
family is recarpeting the home and 
repainting walls, he said. 

Rundall spoke with Ann Lortie, 
the victim's wife, last week, and told 
her to keep in touch on a weekly ba- 
sis until they are completed.

Dear M.M., 

No, I didn't hear or see that one 
on the news. I'll comment on your 
genera] idea, however I would cau- 
tion you that since you hadn't real- 
ly seen it or heard it in it's entirety, 
that you be careful about how you 
are quoting what was said. Misin- 
formation can be a terrible thing. 
If it was said, it's a very sad repre- 
sentation of the person who said it. 

In general, I would believe that 
someone would have said some- 
thing like that It seems that our so- 
ciety has completely lost touch 
with what true self esteem really is. 
Many people seem to think that we 
need to protect kids from competi- 
tion. Somehow, many people out 
there have gotten the faulty Idea 
that if you ask a child to compete 
in any way, you are taking a chance 
on hurting that child so we have 
become a society that discourages 
that land of competition and, lev- 
els out the playing field, if you will. 
My view fs, that by leveling the 
playing field, they are also leveling 
this society. Many times, the pain 
of fine tuning after rejection is 
what brings out the perfect success 
in us. Many of us would never have 
reached our potential if we didn't 
fail a number of times first 

Our kids are the future of our 
society. True self esteem doesn't 
come from complete fairness from 
the beginning. It doesn't come 
from a stacked situation. Kids are 
very aware when they have gotten 
something because it was given to 
them. Sometimes that hurts worse 
than competing and losing. Imag- 
ine if we v added the same level of 
quota and label to the sports arena. 
What if we said that certain teams 
had to win a certain number of 
times a year. What If we had to stop 
saying that a team was great or 
spectacular because other teams 
weren't Pretty crazy, huh? Yet we 
do It daily with our kids. 

I am reminded of the situation - 
several years ago in which a local

school decided to get rid of the vale- 
dictorian position. So, I guess In 
that situation, the idea was, instead 
of encouraging all kids to try and 
get to a position like that, we just 
get rid of that aspiration and make 
sure that everyone is even.

Now, of course, 1 can hear the 
critics readingthis. All of die people 
out there who are saying, "But what 
about the children who can't make • 
fr there." lomgewhenlhearpeo^; ■£ \. 
pie say things Uke that In 12 years 
I've met a lot of kfds. Some who 
were very high IQ and some, not so 
high IQ. What stopped the lower IQ 
kids from trying, wasn't competi- 
tion. It also wasn't their own IQ limi- 
tation (which I don't believe in-I be- 
lieve that IQ can be raised.) It was 
the attitude of those around those 
kids. People who were convinced 
that this child couldn't reach the 
top. Well, guess what? The child lis- * 
tened and fulfilled that prophecy. 

Not all of us can be valedictori- 
ans. Not all of us can be Einstein. 
Try and imagine, though, if during 
the time of Einstein or Mozart we 
took this view that some of us h ave ' 
now. Einstein and Mozart both 
had sensorimotor limitations, 
however, both were pure genius. 
Today, we seem to be taking our 
Mozart's and Einstein's and mak- 
ing sure that they never struggle to 
fine tune their skills. What are we 
potentially missing here? 

So, in answer to your question, 
if someone did, in fact, say that we . 
should not tell kids they are smart, 
I wholeheartedly disagree. They 
can be both smart and good peo- 
ple. Smartness is possible in so 
many areas. It's not a blanket 
statement 

Thank goodness that there are „ 

still enough people out there that be- 
lieve that kids will go as far as you let 
them. 1 am in the business of im- 9 

proving cognitive or thinking skills 
on an everyday basis. I know what ¥ 

I've seen. I know that many limita- 
tions can be improved significantly. 

I'm glad you are out there! It 
makes me know that there are 
more out there that think like me!
